"Man's work-Is from eight to four; 


woman's Is an endless chore." 


Or, If one Insists thnt tho man worker gets an 


hour off for lunch the rhyme, might run; "Man's 
work is from eight to live; woman slaves to keep 
alive." 


As office workers do not go to work before nine 


o'clock this would have to be amended to nt the 
cnse, so Eleanor AViley or Gertrude stein or some 
of the other modern Sapphos probably would say:

ner. 


Figures showing nn Increase In the number of 


married women who have Jobs do not mean mere- 
ly that there nrc more of the stenographer type. 
When woman first entered the business world It 
was In the capacity of stonogrnphcr or private sec- 
retary. The neld has greatly broadened. 


During tho past decade there has been a not- 


nblo Increase in the number of married women ! 
employed In the mechanical industries devoted to 
manufacturing. 
In this'group, although nil wom- 


en employed Increased only 7 per cent, the num- 
ber of married women shows an lncren.se o£ 41 
per cent. 
In occupations connected with trade 


thcrc'hns Ijeen In the last decade an Increase of 
21 per cent for nil women nnd nn increase of 
8S per cent for married women. 


These figures npell n rebellion against the drudg- 


ery of housework nnd n preference for manufac- 
turing nnd mercantile tasks. The fact that In the. 
period under review, when these tremendous In- 
creases were taking place in the industrial flcldo, 
there was n decrease of 12 per cent in the num- 
ber of married women emjiloyed In domestic ser- 
vice. Is eloquent of this fact. 


There la much material for. study In such fig- 


ures as these. 
The. preference for work In the. 


industries doubtless springs very largely 
from 


tho desire of pome woman to get out of the kit- 
chen, but it Is true thnt many women perform 
their household tasks nnd hold positions nl.io. To 
be sure, the desire of tho married-woman for some 
measure of economic Independence or her need 
of helping to make ends meet exert? an Influence.

little, on the, motives of these married women and 
attempts to fjnd out what'women have'gaine.d by 
thin exodus from tho home.

up money to insure thelieiilth ajul the education 
of their children.

partment of labor Is not ready to answer this'. 
Studies must bo mad* to determine whether juven- 
ile delinquency and Infant mortality are Inrger in 
thn families where the 
mother 
Is 
employed, 


whether the health nnd educational opportunities 
of the children nre improved because of the addi- 
tional source of Income nnd allied subjects. 
1 Some figures at hand would indicate that u great 
deal must bo shown on the credit side to balance 
tho losses. 
In Manchester, tho mortality among 


babies whose mothers went out lo work in the 
first year of the babies' lives wu.s 227.« per thou- 
sand compared with only 133.0 per thousand for 
babies whose mothers remained at home. In Now 
Bedford the rate was 1G7.8 for the babies of 
working mothers and only 108.8 for those of 
mothers who remained nt home.

An index,ot what tl.c additional money does is 


seen, however,'' in 'Infant mortality figures 
for 


Akron, whero the rubber industry pays higher 
wages to women than tho textile industries of 
.tlnneho.ster and New Bedford. In Akron tho rate 
for tho babies of working'mothers was 8S.2 per 
thousand and for bnbles of home-slaying mothers 
77.2. 
It Is difficult to compare these figures ab- 


solutely becnuBO precise information Is not avail- 
able ns to whnt the rnto would have been among 
the children of the particular mothers who went 
to work had they not hnel the extra Income. 
The 


pressure of poverty may have been so great* thnt 
had they remained nt home perhaps without ade- 
quate food the rate would havo been still higher. 


It may be claimed concerning the figures of 


tin: children of the' home-staying mothers that 
their poverty was not so very great or they 
would not have been able to stay at home. 
The 


department Is studying- nil these difficult ques- 
tions and presumably in n few years will have 
valuable data showing whether the married wom- 
nn In Industry Is a national nssct or whether her 
nbaenco from the homo means an infant mortal- 
ity loss overbalancing her contribution of labor.
